Three new round dances have just 
been approved and adopted by the 
Normal Association of Masters of 
Dancing of the United States and Can- 
ada, which recently met in New York. 
They are the Military Dip Walts, the 
Olympia Schottische, and the Antler’s 
Gavotte. The Military Dip Waltz is said 
to be the simplest and most graceful of 
the: three, “It has been icted that 
this dance will sweep the country, and 
may take the place of the two-step in 
the matter of popularity. The move- 
ments are thus described: Take a posi- 
tion inane your partner, as if for waltz- 
ing. The left foot of both lady and gen- 
tleman should be in the fourth position, 
front; that is, about the length of one 
step in front of the right foot. At the 
Beginning of the strain the l eyore 
dips forward upon: his left and the lady 
backward upon her right; then both re- 
verse the movement. ‘The gentleman 
next makes a quick change, atepping for- 
ward on the left and then on the right. 
The balance is repeated in this position, 
the two dip movements having occupied 
just four measures in all. From this 
point glide into the waltz, waltzing four 
measures; then repeat the balance move- 
ment again, and so on ad libitum. The 
dance is simple, easy, and fascinating.

Noted the Excitement, 

The Premier noted that there had 
been excitement in the provinces that 
were losing members, but nothing could 
be done, as the letter of the law had 

be carried out. Personally he was 
sorry some members would have to dis- 
appear, but Jaw, and more particularly 
mathematics had to be appiled. Par- 
Mament was merely the instrument of 
the law in allotting the number of seats 
to the provinces, But in the creation 
of constituencies the power of parila- 
ment was not limited. It could be ex: 
ercised for good or for evil In pre 
vious redistribution bills the Liberals 
had claimed that they were not fairly 
dealt with. Sir Wilfrid promised not 
to take unfair advantage of his op 
ponents. 

“I would avold on this octusion,which 
in some respects a solemn one, I would 
avold, as far as I can any recrimina- 
tion concerning the past.

Weald Unde Evil, 


We certainly intend to undo this 
evil, We Intend to undo the Injustice 
perpetrated at.the expense of the Lib- 
eral party and yet not to perpetrate a 
similar injustice at the expense of our 
opponents, We wish to introduce a 
falr measure of justice,,freedom and 
responsibility. We have’always main- 
tained that the guiding principle in 
redistribution should be that the 
county boundaries should be preserved. 
We should take the map of the munl- 
cipal organization of the Dominion and 
make it the basis of the parliamentary 
representation.” 

One for Some Counties. 


There were counties for which one 
member was sufficient and to which 
the principle of population would not 
warrant giving more. Then there were 
othera so smail relative to the unit that 
they should not send even one member, 
There was a combination needed. Then 
he came to the most delicate point of 
all, By whom should the divisions of 
the Dominion be made, by whom the 
union of ridings, so that the unit of 
population could apply ?. This was of 
great moment. He considered the beat 
policy to follow was the method and 
rule laid down by Great Britain. Hence 
he proposed to follow British precedent 
in his bill. In 1884, when Gladstone 
brought in hia readjustment of the 
British seats, he suggested that the de- 
tails be prepared by a conference of the 
two parties, and Salisbury was invited 
to meet and discuss the measure with 
the government. The Liberals had al- 
ways advocated this move. They did 
80 in 1802, but the Conservatives, then 
in power, would not accept It. 

By House Commitice,

Rome, April 3.—Senator Villari, in 
an address delivered yesterday © be- 
fore King Victor Emmanuel and 
Queen Helena at the opening of the 
International Ilistorjcal Congress, 
said Europe is shut in between two 
great, powerful countries, Russia on 
the east and the United States on 
the west. The latter, from a popu- 
lation of 30,000,000, has risen to 
80,000,000, and no one knows what 
number Its population will eventual- 
ly reach.

An Kight-Hour Hand-to-Hand Fight With

Algiers, April 3.—News has been 
received here of an attack by a body 
of 150 tribesmen on a French con- 
voy, escorted by detachments of Al- 
gerian infantry, the foreign legion 
and Spahis, at a village of southc:n 
Algeria. The (fighting lasted eight 
hours, with varying fortune. ‘The 
French. troops exhausted their cart- 
ridges and then fought a "hand-to- 
hand encounter. Finally the  tribes- 
incn were victorious. The French had 
nine killed, thirtcen wounded, in- 
cluding an officer, and two missing. 
The tribesmen suffered heavily, car- 
rying away their-dead and wounded 
on“40 camels which they captured 
from the French convoy.

Hopes the Joint High ‘Comminioa May 
Arrange a Reciprocity Treaty That 
Will Be Beneficial to Both Countries, 

But Even So He Would Not Mislead 

Anybody by Painting Bright Vislons— 

The Hay-Dond Treaty. -. 2 


Boston, Mass., April 3.—Following 
is an abstract of the speech of Unit- 
ed States Senator Lodge (of “Massa- 
chusetts at the Home) Market Club 
banquet at Boston Jast night: 

“*A phase of the tariff question is 
Canadian reciprocity. A statement of 
facts will show that the Republican 
patty and Republican ‘part:es* ‘alone 
have done all that has been dono 
to bring about Canadian reciprocity, 
and that the failure of negotiations 
since 1888 has in every instance been 
due to the attitude of Canada. 

“I hope that the commission which 
is to meet again to consider our dil- 
ferences with Canada will be able to 
make a reciprocity arrangement ben- 
eficial to both countries, but 1 do 
not propose to mislead anybody by 
painting bright visions of the pros- 
perity which is to/pour in upon us 
under such a treaty. } 

“T was tohi this winter by oa lead- 
ing member of the Canadian Parlia- 
ment that’Canada would never make 
a reduction of manufactured pro- 
ducts, for she desired to continue her 
preference to England, that all Ca- 
nada wanted was reciprocity in na- 
tural products. 

“**In the Flay-Bond treaty the price 
which we pay to Newfoundland for 
the concessions which she is suppos- 
ed to make to us is at tho expense 
of.a single Industry. If we  shoukt 
get the entire valuc of all the New- 
foundland imports it would not 
much more than cover the valuc of 
the fisheries of “Gloucester, .Mass., 
alone, and the value of the product 
of the fishermen of the United States 
ts $16,000,000. te want to think 









carefully before we endanger an in- 


dustry whose annual product is $46,- 
000,000 in secking 9 market -where 
we now scil only $2,000,000, and to 
which this treaty opens no addition- 
al door.”

CANADA'S. DAIRY PRODUCTS. 


A Cnique Situation Which YVill Increase 
Canada’s Dairymen’s Prices, 

Toronto, April 6.—The milk and 
cheese market in border sections of 
Caneda is being disturbed by the 
sudden demand of an organization 
numbering 30,000 in New York for 
nothing but the Canadian product. 
It is @ curious situation. It is the 
outgrowth of the boycott establish- 
ed against New York dairy products 
by the combined liquor dealers of 
that State. The move is in retalia- 
tion for the increased excise rate 
on saloons in New York State. Eith- 
er free lunches among the 30,000 sa- 
loons of New York will be abandon- 
ed entirely so far as cheese, milk, 
butter and eggs are concerned, or 
that part of Canada adjacent to 
that State will be called upon to 
fy this vast market. 

Agents in Toronte, 

Already agents of the New York 
Liquor Dealers’ Association are skir- 
mishing through the rural districts 
adjacent to Toronto for supplics of 
this character. ‘This sudden demand 
Is expected to advance the price of 
dairy produce at once and keep it up 
as long as it lasts. The farmers of 
border counties will reap an sinmedi- 
ate and substantial benefit from this 
source, because of the easy access by 
boats to this market from New York 
ports. It is a unique condition.

Revenue Has Increased, 

Ottawa, April 13.—The statement 
of revenue and expenditure for the 
nine months of. the current fiscal 
year, issucd by the Department of Fi- 
nance, shows a considerable growth 
in both, as compared with the cor 
respomiing nine months of 1902. ‘The 
revenue increased from $41,358,818 
to $46,597,24F, while the ardinary 
expenditure increased from $30,914,- 
135 to $31,668,085. The statement 
shows a nominal decrease of $4,000,- 
000 in capital expenditure, chiefly in 
public works, railways and iron and 
steel bounties.

ning that I can recall, being, moreover, 
compelled by circumstances.to remain 
in this predicament long ¢nough to 
take somewhat careful stock of these 
unususl) surroundings, As with. the 
mountain storms already described, in 
my own case it began with a clear sky, 
yet a sky in which heavy cloud had 
lately dispersed. It had, indeed, since 
noon been’a day of storms, which, 
however, at past five o’clock In the af- 
ternoon, appeared to be clearing away. 

‘The month was July, and at that 
period of the summer it is common for 
severe storms to cease suddenly to- 
wards evening, even though they. may 
return again at night. Thus I, with a 
couple of kindred spirits, felt justified 
in venturing into the heavens. Indeed, 
it was hard to concelve’that there was 
any risk in so doing, inasmuch as the 
sky was clear, and since we must tra- 
vel with the wind it seemed natural to 
suppoee that, should a cloud arise any- 
where on the horizon, it could but tra- 
vel as we should, and keep its’ proper 
relatiy~* distance from us. It* was just 
here, however, that our mistake lay. 

We started from Newbury, England, 
with a course at first over the high 
ground in the direction of Swindon, but 
soon, rising higher, we came within a 
rapid air stream which sucked us back 
over the Kennet- valley, along the 
trend of which we thenceforward svere 
carried at high epeed: and it was over 
this valley that our trouble arose. It 
is commonly said that a thunderstorm 
is attracted by a river bed, but in real!- 
ty the case should be differently stated, 
the truth being that alr streams up to 
@ conalderabic height, and often bear- 
ing clouds, will follow the windings of 
any valley or channel through which 
the lower alr is forcibly sweeping. 

At any rate, at the end of the first 
ten miles, which we traveled jn the 
brief interval of twenty minutes, we 
noticed the rich pastures below us 
growing tndistinct with- a bdlue-gray 
mist that deepened and broadened, and 
scemingly crept on ahead of us. The 
real fact, however, Was that.it was 
not being carried, but rather formed 
or condensed by a colder alr that was 
settling down on the vatley. And the 
access of this cold air was soon brought 
home to us, for,-looking upwards, we 
saw ahead the sky already blotted out 
with a dense black pall, from which a 
few stray halistones were descending, 
chilling the air. 

The sky immediately above us was 
ill seen on account of our huge silk 
globe. For our craft wad a large one, 
and the cordage having shrunk with 
recent showers, the car was drawn up

*It\ will, facilitate the * descriptions 
which follow if we point out some of 
the essential conditions of a summer 
storm. In the outset these unquestion- 
ably entall great changes In tempera- 
}ture—a fact which It will de casy 
‘enough to credit. Everyone can recall 
how, when the storm !s brewing, the 
air about us is warm and close. Then 
“a loose cloud curtain commonly gath- 
ers on the ground, while above it tow- 
ers the heavy dlack cumulus cloud, 
appearing almost solid, with its com- 
pact’ masses (and clean-cut ‘outline. 
‘This is the true thunder pack, invaria- 
bly associated with the lightning, and 
its very configuration with broad out- 
epread base and white masses heaped 
above, bespeaks the presence of a cold 
upper air stratum which has condensed 
it, and on: which It rests. 

But perhaps its most remarkabie 
characteristic Is its motion, which Is 
almost constantly opposed to the set of 
the weather-vane on the ground, Thus 
the cloud appears as coming up against 
the wind; and this is not all, for high- 
er yet; much higher, there is generally 
to be seen a broad stretch of upper 
cloud, and somewhere in“those upper 
regions the hailstones form and fall. A 
Attle later, as we need not be reminded, 
the down-rush of the storm brings to 
earth some of the chilk of those upper 
levels. : 

I will now only ask that two or three 
very well-known facts relating to elec- 
tricity be borne in mind. -If a moist. 
substance be electrified and then made 
warm Its electric charge rapidly passes 
away with steam. And again, if wa- 
ter that has been electrified is allowed 
to escape drop by drop, then the charge 
leaks away with each drop. Further, 
any dody which has a charge of elec- 
tricity contains that charge only on 
the surface. 

Enough. Now, it being conceded that 
the earth isthe great storehouse of 
electricity, It 1s easy to conceive how 
in moist summer weather, when steam 
is invisibly rising off the ground, elec- 
tricity may be passing coplously into 
the atmosphere, where it will for a 
while reside on the surfaces of the min- 
ute drops of water that now begin to 
take the form of clouds. If, however, 
those clouds continue condensing to- 
~wards rain the minute drops soon coal- 
esce Into larger, and in consequence 
the electricity, still confined to the sur- 
face, becomes more cramped for room. 
Presently, then, this process continu- 
ing, the electricity in the clouds can 
no longer be contained within it, and

He and 
his guides were sixteen thousand feet 
up, with a clear sky above them, when, 
as he puts It, “Heaven knows where it 
came from, a hailstorm sent up flying 
for protection to the cliffs.” There they 
were assailed with’ grape and shrapnel, 
in the form of half-inch stones, that 
woupded their faces and broke off frag- 
mefhts from the rocks around. Twice 
they left/their refuge, and twice were 
beaten back. 5 

Then followed a lull, and when the 
storm £ecommenced the hall had given 
place’ to lightning, which, beginning 
with occasional flashes, soon “blazed 
away without Intermission, severa! 
flashes offen occurring In a single In- 
stant,” the ice axes of the party hiss- 
ing ominouzly the while. So much for 
the Mghtning, but of thunder Mr. 
Whymper states that each flash was 
followed almpiy by a single bang, 
which, he adds, “Is all one hears when 
close to the point of discnarge.” 

Compare with the above an account 
(taken from the “TImes”) of a moun- 
tain storm in temperate latitudes. This 
time the observer was not Mr. Whym- 
per himeelf, but the scene Is that par- 
ticular ground which will always be 
associated with his name—the Matter- 
horn. A iady and gentleman and two 
guides were on the summit, and once 
again the heaven above wae perfectly 
clear, 

All in five minutes, however, the sky 
darkens, and, az in the jast account, 
the storm is heralded by ball and snow 
falling so densely that “you could 
grasp a hanéful from the atmosphere.” 
Then the first thunder peal is heard, 
J apparently.from a distance, but a mo- 
“ment later a report az of a rifle rings 
out ‘close about them (a single bang, 


Close_on one side a house was struck 
and burned to ‘the ground, while on 
the opposite side, just over the near 
ridge of hills, two soldiers were killed 
on Salisbury Plain. ¢ 

It may have been partly owing to 
our circumscribed view of the sky 
overhead, or partly, perhaps, owing to 
our rapid forward motion, joined to the 
fact of the storm meeting us with 
squal yelocity, that we falled to note 
the menace of the advancing cloud, as 
did those at a distance. But I believe 
that In reality the fringe of the cloud 
formed about us almost before, we 
were aware of it, and thus hid the 
Sepths of the vast masses piling 
around. 

It is the same with those who run 
into fog at sea. They become en- 
veloped in a general mist which they 
cannot determine at close quarters, 
though to onlookers at a distance the 
shroud that covers them may appear 
is a fog bank of clearly defined limits. 
{ shall always recall how, looking sheer 
down, the gulf below us was as though 
oerfectly empty and transparent, for 
I waz for some time Intently watching 
the green fields, sharp and*clear, slid- 
ing under us, while preparing to fire a 
fetonating fog-signal, of which more 
anon. <A‘ little way out, however, all 
around us and below us, the air grew 
chicker and thicker with the blue-gray 
mist I have spoken of—that'loose cloud 
surtaln, doubtless, which accurate ob- 
servers so generally describe aa gath- 
tring from the earth as the storm 
sweeps up. 

But ere we were reluctantly come 
pelled to admit that we were caught in 
bad weather there was a wild shriek 
in the air all und, and in less than 
& minute’s spade we were swallowed

Conservatives Slapped Desks. 


The thunder of slapped - desks 
greeted Mr, Borden when he arose at 
3.20 to criticize the Fielding. budget. 
He congratulated Mr. Fleiding on his 
speech, but declared four cabinet Min- 
fstero had been put’ to sleep by it, 
and ¢hat the Prime Minister had 
awakened at G o'clock only to urge 
that the debate xo on. 

Sir Wilfrid frowned at this remark, 
and Mr. Fielding felt asbamed of bis 
friends. Getting down to the heart 
of things he said he took no stock in 
the claim made by Mr. Prefontaine 
that the prosperity of Canada was due 
to the Flelding tariff. That claim 
sounded like a patent medicine testi- 
monial.

prosperity wus due to causes beyond 
the co! 1 of any government. 

He téok issue with Mr. Fielding, who 
believed a great increase {n imports 
necessarily indicated greatly increased 
prosperity. Lesa home ovroduction 
might increase imports. 

Figures That Talk Traths, 

Mr, Borden brought figures to his ald 
and demonstrated that In the six years 
the Liberals had been in power they 
had increased the taxes of the people 
$44,691,074, as compared with the last 
six years of Conservative rule.

448.012. “Cannot the Minister of Trade 
and Commerce pump up a few tears for 
the sake of the old days?” asked the 
speaker.

SIR OLIVER MOWAT'S CAREER. 
Suecinet Record of Events in Which He 
| Bere Preminent Part. 


Oller: Mowat was born at King- 
ston, Unt., on the 22nd-duls, 2820: 
His father, the late John Mowat, 
was a native of Canibay, Caithness, 
Scotland, who carly in his life cnter- 
ed the army and served throughout 
the whole course of-the Peninsular 
war. In 1816 John Mowat came to 
Canada and settled’ in Kingston, 
where he continued to reside until 
his death. Hoe married Miss Helen 
Lovack, a native of Caithness, by 
whom he had five children, the eldest 
being the-subjcct of the present 
sketch. 

After receiving tuition at several 
small . local. private establishments, 
he attended a more pretentious 
school, taught by the Hev. John 
Cruikshank. As achild, Oliver Mow- 
at is said to have exhibited a good 
deal of mental precocity, and learncd 
to read at a very early age. Upon 
leaving schoo! he entered upon the 
atudy of low in the office of Mr. (af- 
terwards Sir) John A. Macdonald, 
with whom he remained as a student 
for four years. For a few months 
afterwards he served as a volunteer 
in the 1837 rebellion, after which he 
completed: the term of his studics un- 
der R. B. Burns of Toronto, after- 
wards a judge of the Court of 
Queen’s Bench. In the Michaelmas 
term,1841, ho was admjtted as an 
attorney and svlicitor,“and in _ the 
samo term was called to the Bar of 
Upper Canada. Ho entered on the 
practice of his profession in Kings- 
ton, but soon afterwards removed to 
Toronto, forming a partnership with 
his former principal, KR. E. Burns, 
under the style of Burns & Mownt. 
P.M. M. L. Vankoughnct (subse- 
quently Chancellor of Ontario) was 
afterwards admitted to the firm. Af- 
ter the retirement of Mr. Burns from 
practice, Mcasers. Mowat and Van- 
koughnet continued to carry on busi- 
ness in partnership for some years. 

At the ber Mr. Mowat confined 
himself chiefly to equity practice, 
and soon obtained u« high reputation 
as a lawyer. Subsequently he had 
as partners at different periods - the 
late John Ewart, the late John Hel- 
liwell, the late, John Roof, the late 
Wm. Davies, the late John Downie 
and Mr. Justice Maclennan. 

‘Was Alderman in Toronto. 


In 1856 Oliver Mowat was created 
a Queen’s counsel, and during the 
same year ho was appointed as ono 
of the commissioners for the con- 
solidation of the public general stat- 
utes of Canada and of Upper Cana- 
da respectively, and was also at a 
subsequent period a commissionér for 
the consolidation of the statutes of 
Ontario.’ During the year. 1857 he 
sat in the City Council of Toronto 
as Alderman for St. Lawrence Ward, 
and during the following year for 
St. James’ Ward. While occupying 
that position he proposed and car- 
ried through the Council an import- 
ant measuro which was known as 
“Ald. Mowat’s Bylaw.’ It was cn- 
titled ‘“‘An Act to provide for the 
better administration of the affairs 
of the Corporation,”” and furnished 
an important check upon tho expen- 
diture of the public funds. It has 
since been consolidated and now 
forms part of the city bylaw No. 
504.

and so steadfast ‘a promoter.’ Ie 
was in 1857 elected to the House of 
Assembly for South Ontario,’ defeat- 
ing Joseph °\C;!Morrison by = ma- 
jority of ‘nearly 800, and continucd 
to represent that constituency till 
1864. In the Assembly he took part 
fa all the principal debates, and be~ 
came one of the most effective speak- 
ers on the Reform side. He opposed 
various measures of the then cxist- 
ing Macdonald-Cartier Government 
with a vigor and © clearness of expo- 
sition that produced considerable e¢f- 
fect. The Opposition as a wholc was 
a formidable one, and the Goyern- 
ment had tio sinecure in their of- 
fices. After the defeat of the Gov- 
ernment on the question of the loca- 
tion of the scat of Government, Mr. 
Mowat entered the. new  Cabinct 
formed by Messrs. Brown and Dorion 
as Provincial Secretary..

lution. The “Double Shuffle’’ follow- 
ed, and Mr, Mowat and his colle 
agues once more found themselves in 
the shades of Opposition.

At the general election in 1861 he 
made a bold move in attempting to 
oust John A. Macdonald from the 
representation for Kingston, which 
the lotter had represented for a con- 
tinuous period of seventeen years 
He was unsticcessful and took refuge 
in his old constituency in South On- 
tario. In 1863 Mr. Mowat accepted 


the portfolio of Postmastcr-t?encral 
in Sandfeld-Macdonald-Dorton —“ad- 
ministration, which he retalnad until 
the defeat of that Government in the 
following year.

Has Co-education Failed? 


“There is no question. that a re: 
action has set in against co-edu- 
cation,” said President David Start 
Jordan in his speech on ‘The Edu- 
cation’ of Women,” before the Gen- 
eral’ Federation of Women's Clubs, 
in -Los ‘Angeles, on Tuesday. He 
added: “The number of those who pro- 
claim their unquestioning faith is re- 
latively fewer than would have been 
the case ten years ago. This change 
In sentiment is not universal. It will 
be nowhere revolutionary.: Young wo- 
men ‘wilt not be excluded from any 
institution where they are now wel- 

nor will the almost* universal 

co-education in State institu- 

“in any way changéd or re; 
versed. « « « The only_serious new 
argument against co-education {s that 
derived from the fear of the adoption 
by universities of woman's standards 
of art and science, rather than those 
of men; the fear that amateurism 
would take the place of specialization 
in our higher education, Only men, 
broadly speaking, are capable of ob- 
jective studies. Only men can learn to 
face fact without filnching, unswayed 
by feeling or preference. The reality 
with women is the way In which the 
fact affects: her: Original investigation, 
creative art, the ‘resolute facing of 
the world ag it is,’ all belong to man’s 
world,. not at all to that of the aver- 
age woman. That women in college 
can do_as good work es the men is 
beyond question. In the university 
they do not, for this difference exists, 
the rare exceptions,only proving the 
rule: that women excel in technique, 
men In actual achievement. If in- 
struction through investigation is the 
teal work of the real university, then in 
the real university the. work of the 
most gifted women is only by-play.

Bhould either party fall to comply 
wih these requirements, complaint 
must de made ¢<o a mnugistrate, who 
investigates the charges and renders @ 
decision. The offended servant or the 
offended mistress cannot settle the dif- 
fieuky by parting company. No mat- 
ter how tired of the bargain mistress or 
mald may become, they cannot termin- 
ate it until the time agreed upon, ex- 
cept by permission of the magistrate. 
If a servant leaves without the know- 
ledge of her mistress, she 1a subject to 
arrest, fine end imprisonment. On the 
other hand, the servant's wages are a 
first len upon the property of the mas- 
ler or mistress. 

‘The municipalities see that the law 
is strictly enforced with regard ¢o ser 
vants, and themselvee abide by it in 
their character of employers of Jabor.

characteristic zigzags, with “high lev~- 
ds,” “low levels,” “crias-crosses,” 
“rans” and “shutes,” and other pecu- 
Harities, for which the mathematical 
American has an elaborate nomencla- 
ture. 

Coming back to New York, be pri- 
vately engaged, In another part of the 
office building in which is his banking 
‘house, a amalf room, which he fitted up 
as a miniature Monte Carlo. Six youns 
women spent three weeks there spin- 
ning the roulette wheels and making 
charts of the fall of the dalls. Thess 
charts represent the equivalent of a 
year’s play at one of the tables at 
Monte Carlo. ‘The banker keeps them 
in a safe-deposlt box, marked “strictly 
private;” the wheels he has destroyed. 
These charts, too, have the same eas- 
ily recognized sigzage. From the study 
of them the New Yorker has evolved 
a “graphic system” of “beating the 
bank" which tas met with marvelous 
success, although the major part of the 
winnings has been made in imagluary 
play.. Ad odd moments he and several 
club friends played the charts, Start- 
ing with a capital of $1,000, they won a 
emall sum every “day,” and at the end 
of the “year” had won $256,000 without 
plunging, Hadcthey given a larger in- 
crement to’ thelr wagers they would 
have “broken the bank.” They are all 
satisfied that the chart system is based 
upon good mathematica and will “bea 
the Dank.” ‘ 

While he was at the Carlton, in Lon- 
don, the banker met a Dutch diploma- 
tic officer, on his way to America, to 
whom he gave the resuks'of his ob- 
servations at the tables at Monte Car- 
fo. The nobleman from © Amsterdam, 
who is greatly respected among the 


baccarat players 'o. Paris, bad just had 


some very costly lessons in American 
poker from his New York friends. He 
was delighted with the mathematical 
beauties ‘of the “graphic system” and 
offered to furnish a capital of £10,000 
if the banker would go with tim to 
Monte Carlo and instruct him how to 
make hie wagers, The American, of 
course, declined; but he gave the 
Dutch official enough of an outline of 
the method of play so that when he 
made a recent visit to America he 
spent eeveral profitable nights In a 
well-known gambling house near Fifth 
avenue. The first night he won $50, 
the second $440, the third $1,200, and 
the fourth $970. The one fault he found 
with the system was that the winnings 
were made at the expense of braln tie- 
sue. He sald he would not attempt to 
follow it longer. Méanwhile the secret 
of the “graphic system” of “breaking 
the bank at Monte Carlo” Hes in a 
safe-deposit box. in Broad street, and 
the man who has the key refuses to 
indulge In public gambling.—"Lesile’s 
Weekly.” ;

The loss will total $35,000, and is

There waa absolutely no 
water supply available, howover, and 
nothing could be dono. to check the 
progress of the flames. Much of © the 
furniture and interior fittings of the 
Institute were saved, Including a sil- 
ver tea service and a large  Bibic, 
which wero the gilts of Queen Anne.

Toronto, April 21.—The funeral ar- 
Jrangements for the obscquica of the 
late Sir: Oliver Mowat ‘are complet- 
‘ed? The indications are that a large 
number of people from outside of 
the city will be present. ‘The “official | 
announcement of the arrangements 
given out by Frederick C, Law, off- 
cinl secretary, are: 

“The funcral of His Honor the late 
Lieutenant-Governor will take place 
at’3 o'clock on Wednesday afternoon 
to Nount  Picasant cemetery, pre- 
vious to which, at 2 o'clock, a short 
service will be held at Government 
House. 

The bouy will lie in state from 5 
to 8 o'clock in the evening on Tuce 
‘day (in place of from 2 to 5 as pre- 
viously mentioned). and from 10.30 
in the morning to 12.30 on Wednes- 
day,’ for the convenience of those 
coming from a distance. 


The Route of the Precesston, 


The route of the procession will be 
from Government. House up Simcoe 
street, along King to Yonge street, 
and up Yonge strect to the cemc- 
tery. 
The order of the procession will be 
as follows, the various bodies forming 
in the places mentioned below, undet 
marshals, and as regards societies, etc, 
forming in the order in which they ar 

ve: 

In Government House grqunds, enter 
ing by the western gate, marshal on 
horseback, squad of police, troop elf 
cavalry, band, band, attendant clergy 
men and physicians, bearers of the cof 
fin consisting of six members of the 
Caithness Society, other pall-bearerz, 
the hearse, the chief mourners, staff of 
the Jate Lieutenant-Governor, house 
hold of ‘the late Lieutenant-Governor, 
the representative of His Excellency 
the Governor-General. 
On the west side of Shncoestreet’ 
south of the entrance to Government 
House and facing north:. The Com 
manderin-Chief and staff, Lieutenant: 
Governors of Provinces and staffs, tht 
archbishops, bishops and heads of 
churches.

One of the most wonderful forest 
trees In the world Is the “cannibal 
tree’ of Australia, which grows up Ip 
the shape of a huye pineapple and sel- 
dom attains. a height of more than 


doardlike leaves, growing In a fringe 
at the apex, which reminds one of a 
gigantic Central American agare. 
When. standing erect, these broad, 
thick leaves bide a curious looking ar 
rangement, which appears to perform 
the same functions as those of the 
pistils In flowers, Naturally these 
boardlike leaves, which are from tea 
to twelve feet long in’ the smaller 
specimens and from fifteen to twenty 
in the larger, bang to the ground and 
are strong enough to bear a man’s 
weight. 

In old aborizina; times in the anti- 
podean wilds the natives worshiped 
the cannibai tree under the name of 
the “devil tree,” the chief part of the 
ceremony cousisting of driving one of 
thelr number up the leaves of the tree 
te the apex, The instant the victim 
would touch the so called “pistils” of 
the monster the leaves would instantly 
fly together like a trap, squeezing the 
life out of the Intruder, Early trarel- 
ers declared that the tree held {ta vic- 
tim until every particle of flesh dis 
appeared.

He was quite surprised 
that Gamey intended to support the 
Ross Governinent, and asked how he 
could reconcile that position with 
the Conservatives. Gamey replied 
that as far as the Conservatives 
wero concerned, he had to consult 
only four men, Messrs. Irving, Tur- 
ner, Dr. Johnston and another. Ga- 
mey said he could satisfy Mr. ‘Tur- 
ner by getting a subsidy for his tel- 
ephone line. In the conversation 
Gamey said that Mr. Beatty (elected 
as a Conservative but became an 
Independent after election) bad sup- 
ported the Government for the ben- 
efit of the island, and said that Mr, 
Tosa understood the needs of that 
northern country better than Mr. 
Whitney. He did not go to Gamcy's 
house for this conversation, but hap- 
pencd to be passing, and Mr. Gam- 
ey. Who stood at his gate, Invited 
him in. 

Boyd Advises Minister. 


Hoe identified. his correspondence 
and Mr. Gamey's Icttcr to him of 
24th Dec., 1902, and the list of 
road grants asked on the same day, 
Witness wrote a letter on Jan. 3 to 
the Minister which enclosed Gamey's 
list of road grunts. On looking ov- 


“er the st some of the applications 


were not considered by him as ne- 
ec as some others in Icss 
spa settled districts, and he so 
advised the Minister and also wrote 
to the latter that he thought some 
of them were dictated more by per- 
sonal than public interest by Mr.

“The grants of 1898 and 
1899 containcd large expenditures 
for a bridge, respectively $2,850 and 
$1,892, and the grant he gave for 
1898 was after he took office in Au- 
gust to which he was appointed in 
July. He could not suy the amount 
granted for the first half of 1898, 
but the $4,607.81 was granted after 
July in that year.

Ho 
know the Government’s majority was 
small, and that it would be quite 
natural that they should want to 
increase it. While surprised that 
Gamey was going to support the 
Government he didn’t think it was 
any of his busincss to communicate 
the fact to the Premicr, So far as 
he knew Mr. Gamey had not then in- 
formed the Ministers of his chango in 
their favor. 

‘The Patrenage 

Witness had heard, but not from 
any official source that Gamey
